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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-12 have been presented for examination. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim language 
"wherein said electronic device is switched to said first power mode when said first number is 
larger than a predetermined value" is repeated in the claim [see lines 9-12]. For examination 
purposes, the second instance of the above language is interpreted as being absent from the 
claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: . .during said sampling 
time units as being said when said temporary..." should be corrected to state "...during said 
sampling time units as being said first operation state when said temporary. . Appropriate 
correction is required. 

4. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 12 is identical to 
claim 8 and both are directly dependent from claim 7. For examination purposes, it is interpreted 
that claim 12 is dependent from claim 11. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 2, 6, 8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
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or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It is unclear how the 
device can be set to the first operation state during the sampling time unit when the temporary 
accumulated quantity of transferred data, required to decide if the setting to the first operation 
state is appropriate, is not calculated until the end of the sampling time unit. For examination 
purposes, it has been interpreted that the device is categorized to be at a first operation state 
when the temporary accumulated quantity of transferred data substantially equals the 
accumulated quantity of transferred data as supported on pages 3 and 4 of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1, 5, 7 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kawata 
US Pat No 6076171. 

9. Referring to claim 1, Kawata teaches the method including: 

a. setting up a sampling time span that includes a plurality of sampling time units 
[col. 3 lines 11-14]. 

b. determining the operation state of said electronic device at each said sampling 
time unit [col. 3 lines 11-14]. 

c. calculating a first ratio of said sampling time units in which said electronic device 
is operated under said first operation state [col. 3 lines 1 1-14]. 
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d. operating said electronic device according to said first ratio, wherein said 
electronic device is switched to said first power mode when said first ratio is larger than a 
predetermined value, wherein said electronic device is switched to said second power 
mode when said first ratio is smaller than the predetermined value [fig. 12, col. 1 lines 6- 
10 and col. 12 lines 35-59]. 

10. Referring to claims 5, 7 and 11, these rejected on the same basis as set forth hereinabove. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 2-4, 6, 8-10 and 12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
